The man who roused Green's fury 
is Charles F. Culbertson. an empleyé 
of the Home Teleplione Company.

“Well, for your sake, Inn not harm 
her, but if I meet her with a man, 1 
kill him, sure. 

Shortly after 10 O clock Mrs. Green 
and Culbertson returned to the house. 
Green was standing at the door, and 
his wife greeted him by saying. 
“Hello, Dolph? 

een made no reply, and without 
waiting for an introduction to Cul- 
bertson ne drew his revolver and be- 


gan firing. The first shot grazed Cui-

head and the bullet lodged 
in the wall of the house, beside the 
door. Culbertson broke and ran as 
soon as he witnessed the gun play. The 
second shot was fired at him just as he 
was turning the corner into Main 
street. As he disappeared, Green 
turned his attention to his terrified 
wife, and beat her shamefully, her 
head and face being terribly bruised 
afid swollen from his blows. 

The shooting caused a good deal of 
excitement in the vicinity of Ninth 
and Main streets, and several de- 
tectives hurried to the scene, but Po- 
lice Clerk Edwards was the first of- 
ficer to reach the spot. Edwards was 
returning from the Chutes on a Main- 
car. When he heard of the shoot- 
ing. and fie made haste to reach the 
Place. When he arrived there he 
found Green in the house, stil! re- 
monstrating with his weeping wife. 
Green at once ownel up to the shoot- 
ing. and surrendered himeeif to the 
officer, saying he was sorry that he did 
not kill the man who had been with 
his wife.

Engineer and Fireman 
Both Killed. 


Boiler Was Empty and 
Bolts Gave Way. 


Monster Machine Hurled Two 
Hundred Feet on Acton 
Grade. 


Two more lives were >laimed by the 
railroad demon yesterday morning 
when Southern Pacific engine 7 ex- 
ploded near Acton on the San uin 
division, killing Engineer W. E. Love 
and Fireman H. R. Swan. 

Engine 2637 was pulling freight train 
241 which left Los Angeles in charge 
of Conductor M. D. Humble at 2:45 


a.m. with ten loads and twenty-one * 


empties: there was no helper as this 
engine was one of the largest on the; 
road, and capable of hauling a great: 
tonnage. However, the grade near 
Acton is heavy, and the indications are | 
that the big machine was laboring hard 
and the crew did not give her enough 
water in order that the cold water 
might not lower the steam pressure, 
of which they needed every pound. 
When the trown sheet in the firebox 
became uncovered on top it at once 
grew red hot, the stay-bolts gave 
way and a terriffic explosion occurred. 
The train stopped almost instantly, 
the brakes being automatically applied 
when the air hose parted on the engine 
tender, and the train crew hurried for- 
ward to render such assistance as 
might be given. Brakeman Louis 
Hicks. who was riding in “the swing.” 
or middle of the train, when the ex- 
plosion occurged, was first to reach the 
head end, and a ghastly sight met his 
eyes. Hicks was almost unnerved, as 
he had been riding on the engine but 
five minutes before, but he at once 
started to hunt for the crew. 
He found Engineer Love first. The 
engineer was in a half reclining po- 
sition on the top of the tender, where he 
bad been huried by the force of the 
explosion. He was in a dazed con- 
dition, vaguely pressing one hand over 
his head. Hicks asked him: 
hurt Ed?” Love replied: 
yes— my head Louie you know all— 
then the stricken engineer. [fell 
back half unconscious. He was ar- 


caboose at eee and an 
fortable as possible until an ne 
could be secured to bring him bony 
Angeles. 

The accident. occurred three, miles 
west of Acton on Vincent Hill. and it 
was some time before an engine ould 
be secured for the run to the city. The 
accident occurred at 9:15, as indicated 
by the stoppage of the engine crew's 
watches, and Love died at 11:42 just as 
the train bore him by Acton. 

The body of Fireman Swan was 
found under the cab. It was consider- 
ably mutilated from concussion, and, 
as in Love's case, was much scalded 
by the first rush of live steam. In his 
case death had evidently been instan- 
taneous. Both legs were broken in two 
places, and the back of the skull was 
erushed. The engineers body showed 
some superficial bruises, but death ev- 
idently resulted from a contusion on 
the right temple. ~ 

The members of the train crew sus- 
tained a few minor bruises on account 
of the emergency stop of the train, 
except Hicks, who was not hurt at all. 
Had he remained on the engine, how- 
ever, for five minutes longer he,. too, 
would have met death. Charles Wells, 
brakeman, received a slight scalp 
wound, and Conductor Humble was 
bruised on hip and arm. 8 

The forte of the explosion was ter- 
rific. The heavy boiler of the huge 
mogul was hurled two hundred feet 
ahead of the train, leaving the truck, 
drivers and running gear still on the 
track, though badly bent and twisted. 
There was some damage to the. track, 
and trains were delayed five hours, 


pending the arrival of a wrecking out- | 


fit from Los Angeles. 

The bodies of the engineer_and fire- 
man were brought to this city on the 
train arriving at 3:20 p.m. and were 
taken to Sharpe's undertaking par- 
lors, where the Coroner will hold an 
inquest this morning.

MINISTERS’ INDISCRETIONS. 
French Premier Protests Against the 
Action of His Opponents Who Are 
Misusing After-dinner Oratory.

PARIS, Sept. 21. [By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] At a political banquet given at 
Maitha, department of the Charent-

the remarks- of individual ministers, 
dglivered by them in the fervor of ex- 
temporary after-dinner oratory, and 
not always correctly reported, and had 
used them as government utterances. 
The Premier contended that such in- 
dividual statements could not involve 
the responsibility of the government, 
which, under the parliamentary sys- 
tem, could only be involved by the 
Premier, who alone was responsible. to 
the chambers and the country. In the 
matter of foreign policy, said M.

Name of Names. 

At the East Eighth Street Christian 
urch the pastor, H. Elliott Ward. 
spoke last night to a large audience 
upon the Name of Names.” No 
name,” said he, “has ever so influ- 
énced the world as the name of Jesus. 
All history is measured by the com- 
ing of Christ. All our dates are either 
B. C., before Christ,’ or A, D.“ ‘Anno 
domini,’ in the year of our Lord. All 
peoples and powers are either Christian 
or anti-Christian. The influence of 
this name has revolutionized the 
world's thinking and acting and is 
making it a better place for the abode 
of mankind with the passing years. 
No one, not even the unbeliever, who 
has ever heard it has ‘ever forgotten 
this wondrous name. The names of 
many great scholars, statesmen, war- 
riors, and religious leaders, kings and 
princes have been forgotten; but no 
one has ever forgotten the name of 
Jesus of Nazareth. 

“The reason for this matchiess and 
measureless influence is not far to 
seek. This name stands for certain 
things not found in the superlative de- 
gree in any other individual. It. 
stands for the purest life; His was a 
life of ‘sinless perfection,’ the only 
one ever lived on this earth. The life 
of Christ is the greatest of all mira- 
cles. He is illogical in the extreme 
who denies miracies and yet admits 
that the life ascribed to Jesus was ever 
lived on this earth; yet the most radi- 
cal opposers of@Christianity are often 
the loudest in praise of its founder, 
Voltaire, Renan, and Ingersoll, have 
each left on record glowing tributes to 
the grandeur of that life. Pilate’s 
question, ‘Why, what evil hath He 
done,’ remains unanswered, and his own 
challenge to His enemies, ‘Which of 
you convicted me of sin,’ remains un- 
ccepted to this day. 

“That name stands for the greatest 


men grasp to move the world. Jesus 
revealed to our race its parentage. 
He taught clearly and practically for 
the first time the universal fatherhood 
of God, and the universal brotherhood 
of man. These are not two ideas, but 
an indissoluble truth that could have 
but one legical outcome when promul- 
gated among men; and this Jesus saw 
and provided for by the formation of 
a society, destined to become race- 
wide, where this vitalizging truth should 
find practical application to the lives 
of men.

‘Greater love hath no 
man than this that a man lay down 
his life for his friends,” ‘and I, if 
be lifted up between heaven and 
earth shall drawn all men unto My- 
volk.“ Thus spoke He of His death for 
others, even for His enemies. He had 
grasped the truth firmly that if He 
would save others, Himself He could 
not save.

Matter and Mind. 

Rev. J. R. Thomson, pastor of the 
Independent Church of Christ, in the 
Simpson Auditorium yesterday, 
preached a sermon on “How Matter 
Affegts Mind.“ 

“The four fundamental realities of 
the universe,’ said he, are infinity, 
eternity, matter, and life. Matter and 
life exist in the closest union; and 
they affect one another in an infinite 
miete ber of ways. The brain is the prin- 
cipal organ of the mind. The manifes- 
tations of the mind depend upon the 
size, shape, and quality of the brain. 
Diseases of the brain affect mental 
functions. Drunkenness, fever, bad 
food, bad air, overwork and laziness 
disturb the normal actions of the 
brain, and through them injure the 
mind.

His tre- 
mendous spiritual ambition was 
checked by the inability of his body 
to respond to the demands of his mag- 
nificent plans. Some of the noblest 
men and women have been prevented 
by frall bodies from finishing their sub- 
lime undertakings for humanity. God 
never demands impossible deeds.

TRON STRUCTURES BREATHE. — 


“T G SPEAK of - of bridges breathing 
vp pears parsing strange, never- 
the! ess inanimate structures are 
ver for a cement during the 
livelong day,” says the London News. 

“The Eritannia bridge, for instance, 
which is 400 feet long under normal 
circumstances, is from one-half co 
three inches longer at 3 p.m. than it is 
‘twelve hours later, according to the 
amount of sunshine it is subjected to, 
which draws it sometimes half an inch 
upward if the heat strikes the top of 
the tube, on to one side when the sun 
laterally,

though the heaviest 
bend it half an inch at any Ume. In 
like manner intense c will cause a 
bridge to shrink. more appreciably. 

„To show how intense the cold must 
have been we have only to point out 
that Southward bridge, over the 
Thames, which, however, is only about 
one-ninth the length of the Brooklyn 
bridge, only rose in the center to the 
amount of one and a half inches for 50 
deg. rise in temperature. To allow for 
expansion or contraction the builder 
of the Clifton suspension bridge pro- 
vided the ends of the roadway with 
hinged flaps eight feet long, which al- 
low of perfect freedom of movement; 
and the makers of the tower bridge, 
which is about two and one-half inches 


longer in the summer than in winter, 


made a similar allowance. 

“After the choir of Bristol Cathedral

shorter than at midsummer. Even the 

te marble obelisk dedicated to 
Woahinntea. which, erected at a cost 
of $260,000, rears its head 555 feet in 
height on the bank of the Potomac, is 
not proof against the power of the sun, 
and is said to increase its height by 
two inches and to bend slightly on a 
hot day. 

With regard to the latter movement, 
a copper wire 174 feet long carrying 
a plummet suspended in a vessel 
water renders perceptible the slight 
bend of the shaft caused by the raya 
of tne sun pouring on one side only, 
though the inclination of the apex of 
the monument amounts to but a few 
hundredths of an inch toward the 
north each day at noon throughout the 
summer. 

“The railway line is a very powerful 
respirator. Probably every reader of 
Anewers has noticed the gap between 
each rail. In winter this chink wil! be 
over a quarter of an inch in width, but 
in summer it will be quite closed up. 
During one of the frequent civfl wars 
in South America one of the belligerents 
conceived a unique method of train- 
wrecking. During the night he drove 
steel wedges into these gaps for a con- 
siderable distance. The heat of the sun 
next day caused the rails to breathe 
heavily, but as they could not expand 
longitudinally they twisted themselves 
clean out of the chairs which clamped 
them to the sleepers and the railway 
was rendered completely useless for 
traffic. 

A battleship is over six inches longer 
in summer than in winter, and an 
ironclad in the tropics is nearly a foot 
longer than her sister ship in a more 
northern sea. One of the most power- 
ful breathing materials employed for 
engineertng work is concrete. The 
aqueduct for the conveyance of the 
water for London, extending from Bell 
Weir to Hampton, a distance of about

Last Year’s World Production. 
The production of copper in 1901 is 


reported by Charles Kirchhoff in 
“Mineral Resources of the United 
States, 1901.“ now in press, United 


States Geological Survey. 

The conditions surrounding the cop- 
per-mining industry during-the year 
1901 were in many respects extraordi- 
nary. Production was only slightly 
less than it had been in 1899 and in 
1900, and consumption in this country 
was undoubtedly considerably greater. 


But a determined effort was made dur- ¢ 


ing thet greater part of the year to 
maintain values in the face of adverse 
conditions in the countries which are 
the principal customers for our large 
surplus. Prices. were kept above the 
parity of Europe, so that large im- 
portations were added to the supply.

This 
is twenty times more than was raised 
las’ year, so that it is easy to perceive 
that the acreage for this wheat is in- 
creasing. 

“Macaroni wheat is a new crop for 
this country, and, in time, all of the 
problems in regard to its raising will 
be solved, especially in the matter of 
grading. 

“Notwithstanding the enormous in- 
erease in macaroni wheat acreage, it 
will be some time before we will raise 
enough for loca] consumption. This 
year over 20,000,000 pounds of manu- 
factured macaroni was imported into 
this country. It will be four or five 
years from now before we will raise 
any to export. 

“The grade of this wheat raised in 
this country is as good as the foreign 
article. The National Agricultural 
Department got the original grain from 
which the present large supply is 
raised from Eastern Russia. A few 
varieties were brought in from Siberia 
and Algeria. 

“There is a big market abroad for 
our product at present. Canada for 
the past three years has exported cont 
5 but it is of an inferior qual- 

“The profit on this wheat is based 
on the greater yield to the acre. The 
price per bushel is about the same as 
the standard wheat. During the past, 
three years it has averaged all the 
way from 20 to 25 bushels an acre. The 
reason for this is that the grain is 
twice as big as the standard varieties, 
and the number of stalks to the plant 
is a great deal more. 

“An important point is that R can 
be ralsed where flour wheat can't be 
frown. It needs very little moisture 
und in dry countries it thrives the best. 
The grain cannot be grown erst of 
the Mississippi River with any suc- 
cess, for the climate is too damp. North 
and South Dakota are the chief pro- 
ducers. It is being introluced in the 
dry sections of Texas with success. 

“It is the hardest wheat tn the world. 


It is entirely an erroneous idea that 


macaroni is consumed entirely or 
mostly by foreigners. One of the prin- 
cipal reasons why Mis not used as 
much as it should. be, is that we don't 
know how to cook it properly.” 


SUBMARINE WAR CRAFT. 
France First and England Next. 
As regards submarine boats, it ap- 


pears that France heads the list with 
' 14; 22 are in course of construction. In 
two years France will own 52 subma- 
rine or submersible, boats. Great 
Britain comes next, with 6 such ves- 
sels and 3 in contemplation of con- 
struction. The United States ras 6, and 
Norway, Germany and Russia have 
each bespoken a submarine of the 
Holland type, for experimental use. 
Sweden is experimenting with a vessel 
the invention of Mr. Enroth, a Swed- 
‘ish naval officer Italy ha: three 
such boats, R ussia has five ‘submarines 
being built at Cronstadt. 


TEA AND COFFEE. 
Indian Trade is Enormous. 

It is only when the figures are tabu- 
lated that one can appreciate the n 
ormous proportions the Indian tea trade 
has attained, says Bradstreet's. Last 
year there were 524,767 acres, producing 
191,250,000 pounds of tea, representing 
an invested capital of $54,000,000. The 
pertod of greatest activity was in the 
‘years 1897 and 1898, when 67,000 acres 
were added to the tea-growing area. 
This expansion, without corresponding 
increase in the demand, bore fruit in 
the glut which has in recent years 
brought prices down below a fair prof- 
itable level, and consequently a reduc- 
tion of the rate of progress set in. 
Last year there were only 2284 acres 
added. The price of tea in 1902, al- 
| Snake higher than in 1901, was lower 
than at any other time during the 
past thirty years.: The ruling price at 
Calcutta during the public sale was 
about M cents a pound for broken pe- 
koe, and unless there is a considerable 
advance in values, which is unlikely, 
the poorest-yielding lands must fall out 
of cultivation.

tea, taking nearly 160,000,000 pounds of 
the total production; it is difficult te 
say how much of the tea exported te 
London finds its way to America. 
Australia comes an extremely poor sec- 
ond, with 8,500,000 pounds. France and 
Russia are the only countries whose de- 
mand shows a promising development, 
The popularity of le five o'clock” has 
run the consumption in France up to 
75,000 pounds a year. India consumes 
only 5,500,000 pounds of \home-grown 
tea and 3,000,000 pounds of foreign. 
The planters have neglected the Indian 
market in their anxiety to stimulate the 
demands from abroad. Canada, with 
its 6,000,000 inhabitants, consumes 
much Indian tea as does the United 
States, with a populatian fifteen times 
as great; each consumed last year 
about 1,075,000 pounds. Southern India 
practically monopolizes the Indian cof- 
fee industry. The low prices caused by 
the competi of the Brazilian coffee 
have played havoc with this trade in 
recent years, and the average produc- 
tion in the last quinquennium w un- 
der 20,500,000 pounds, as compared 
34,750,000 pounds in the preceding fite 
years. This great falling off in the 
output is due rather to a diminished 
yield than to any reduction of acreage, 
for the extent under coffee is practi- 
cally the same as in 1885, while the out- 
put is less than half. The coffee pro- 
ducers have seen the price of their 
commodity fall for the last twelve 
years: In 1890 it was £5 6s. . 25 
($25.63) per hundredweight (112 pounds, 

and in 1900 it teuched bottom lev 
with £2. 7s, ($11.67.) It is not easy to 
determine how much of the 250,000 
pounds of Indian coffee shipped to 
Arabia finds its way to Europe and 
America as the finest Mocha.“

POSTAGE. 

Ever since the successful reduction 
of letter pestage from 3 to 2 cents. 
there has been more or less of a hue 


and cry for “l-cent postage.” It began 
within a year or two after the reduc- 


tion, and has been kept up..somewhat | 


§ntermittingly, down to the present 

The Washington Times is one of the 
latest advocates of penny postage. Af- 
ter eiting the fact, which appears from 


the Postoffice Department reports, that 


there will probably be u comparatively 
emali deficit in the postal revenues at 
the close of the current fiscal year,” the 
Washington Times says: 

“It is an indisputable fact that every 
increase of postal facilities and every 
cheapening of the rates of postage has 
resulted in an increase of the postal 
revenues. In every instance the predic- 
tions of reactionaries in Congress that 
these innovations would bring the 

ernment into debt, have been proved 
ious. It has become an almost 
axiomatic fact that the more extended 
and the cheaper the postal service the 
larger is the revenue derived there- 
It ts readily remembered that 
when the proposition was made to re- 
duce the cost of letter postage trom: 
te 2 cents, a great cry went up that 
te do so would run up a terrible deficit 
for the Postoffite Department. The ad- 
vecates of progress won the day, and 
the outcome justified the fight they had 
made. There is not the shadow of a 
doubt that if postage were reduced to 
cent the experience of the past 
Would be repeated. If there is any part 
ef the government service for which 
the people are perfectly willing to sub- 
mit to taxation it is the machinery of 
the Postoflice Department, with which 
their personal intérests come into daily 
touch. But the deficit, if any should 
result. would be only transient. It 
would disappear almost immediately, 
and give way to a surplus.” 


The time will undoubtediy come. and 


it may not be so very far in the future, 
when the rate of letter postage in the 
United States may with: safety be re- 
@uced to 1 cent. It is not apparent 
that ‘the experiment would be alto; 
gethet safe or desirable at the Feen, 


time. It would seem to be advisable 


te wait until the postal revenues show 
at least a fmall surplus before at- 
tempting a radical reduction of 50 per 
cent | 

That the postal revenues, under pres- 
ent conditions. will soon be sufficient to 
yield a surplus, seems probable. The 
Geficit was between six and seven mil- 
lion dollars three years ago. It ran 
Somewhat &bove three millions last 
year. It will probably be considerably 
more than one million for the current 
fiscal year.. At this rate the deficit 
Should be wiped out within the suc- 
ceeding year.

ACTS ABOUT ILLITERACY. 

& recent census bulletin reveals 
the fact that illiteracy is prevalent in 
the rural districts of the country to an 
unsuspected degree. It !s further shown 
that the greatest percentage of illiter- 


acy is not among immigrants, as has 


heretofore been generally supposed, but 
among the colored population of the 
South. 

It appears, from the census bulletin 
above referred to, as has already been 
mentioned in another part of The 
Times, that there are among the male 
population in the United States, of vot- 


ing age, 2,288,000 llliterates, of whom 5.8 


per cent. live in cities of 25,000 popu- 
lation and over, while 12.8 per cent. 
form a part of the rural population, or 
live in the smailer towns. The general 
results, as to the country at large and 
as grouped by States, is tabulated as

It appears from the summarized sta- 


tistics that the condition of the negro 
is especially bad. Excluding the foreign-. 


born population, the percentage of - 
literacy falls to 8.0 in the cities and 12.7 
in the country; but, excluding the ne- 
groes, the result is 0.8 in the cities, and 
6.1 in the countries, showing clearly 
that the negroes furnish by far the 
larger percentage of illiteracy. The bul- 
letin further shows that in some places 
in the South illiteracy is noticeably 
prevalent among the whites. In the 
South Atlantic and South Central 
States their percentages are 1.5 and 1.9 
in the cities, and 13.1 and 11.9 in the 
country. In the North Atlantic States, 
including the six New England States, 
New York, New Jersey and Pennsyl- 
vania, with their wealth and numerous 
colieges and universities, the percent- 
age of illiterates is 6 in the cities, which 
is larger than the average in the 
United States, and 5.3 In the country, 
which is below the average for the 
whole country. The percentage of illit- 
eracy is less in ing cities than in the 
rural neighborhood in every State in 
the country except New Hampshire, 
New York, Kansas and Oregon. 
Commenting on the conditions re- 
vealed by the above statistics, the Bos- 
ton Transcript pertinently observes: 
“Of-eourse. by far the larger propor- 
tion of this lack of knowledge in the 
rudiments is foun Lin the South. There 
not only is the blight of slavery. still

SERMON DEPRECATING THE SPIRIT 
OF CONTROVERSY. 
A Day of Jubilee for Christ Church 
and of Happiness for St. Athanasius

The congregation which assembled 
yesterday at Christ Church, corner Pico 
and Flower streets, filled every seat in 
the edifice.

Bishon Joseph H. Johnson, 
fore, paid the parish a visit yesterday 
and consecrated the church. He was 
met at the door of the edifice by the 
clergy and vestry of the parish, and a 
procession was formed down the main 
aisle, repeating responsively appropri- 
ate selections from the Psalms: Judge 
A. M. Stephens read and presented to 
the bishop the articles of donation, and 
after the consecration Dr. Dowling, the 


rector, read the sentences of consecra- | 


tion. 

Bishop Johnson was the preacher, 
taking as his subject the extreme sim- 
plicity of the system of doctrine em- 
braced in the teaching of the church m 
the earliest apostolic days. The d 
course was in part as follows: 

THE BISHOP'S DISCOURSE. 

“I admit that there was a time in 
the church's history when her wisest 
and saintliest men would have been 
mute had they been asked to define

Fur- 
ther, that was a time in which the 
church made her greatest conquests 
and when her children made the great- 
est sacrifices for their religion. In that 
age the church was full of missionary 
geal and endured to the death the cruel 
of Roman sovereigns.

What Was it that enabled 
Christians to face death at the stake 
and in the arena with more than cal 

ness—with positive joy? Theologians 
have had to consecrate to their serv- 
ice words like ‘infallibility,’ ‘immaculate 


conception,’ ‘eternal generation,’ ‘trin- 
ity,’ ‘incarnation,’ ‘atonement; vet 
before the genesis of such t the 


Christian religion had become a con- 
quering force in the world. The an- 
swer is this: The accepted creed bore a 
vital relation to actual life, because it 
was simple and easily apprehended by 
the average man. God imminent in the 
world was to those men the only force 
to be reckoned with. God made all 
things and held all things in the hol- 
low of His hand, and God was good, 
and God only willed the best for man. 
Sin, sickness and death were stern 
facts, 
when that great central truth was ig- 
nored. God ordered that every man 
should be saved from misery and pain, 
but there was only one road to im- 
munity from these, and that recogni- 
tion of Him as the great and only form 
in the universe. 

“The second article of the creed of 
these ardent Christians was that this 
God had come in the person of Jesus 
Christ to reconcile the world unto Him- 
self: It was to change the world that 
Christ came. God did not need to. be 
changed. ,There was introduced into 
human Ie a new character, a man 
who gavg an entirely new conception 
of the Divine Being. Here am I, Christ, 
an example of what a man may 
be, and what ITI am 1 am be 
cause I have taken my Father at His 
word. I have conformed my will to 
His will, and all power in heaven and 
earth is given to me. There was 
nothing in Christ's teaching of the 
‘Logos,’ of ‘substantive,’ of ‘hypostasis,’ 
of ‘nature,’ of ‘person.’ It was simply 
the full, loving expression of affection 
on the part of despondent men for Him 
from whom they that received a mes- 
sage full of comfort. These men lived 
in an age saturated with skepticism.

MINING TOWN BIDS FAIR TO BE- 
COME A POPULAR CENTER. 
— 
Epes Randolph’s Line to Tap One of 
the Finest Mineral Belts in Arizona or 
the Northern Part of Old Mexico 
Real Estate Commences to Move. 


COCHISE (Ariz.) Sept. 19.—Cochise 
is just now enjoying quite a boom, 
owing to the arrival of about 100 
cars of mate ial for the new Cananea, 
Yaqui River and Pacific Rallroad, and 
the consequent impetus to construc- 
tion. Epes Randolph, general man- 
ager of the Pacific Electric Railway of 
Los Angeles, is president of this 
road, and he is one of the most popu- 
lar railroad men cperating in Ax 
zona. 

The new railroad opens up one of the 
finest mineral belts in this Te r:to y 
and Old Mexico.
